US 5,557,306, "Inkjet printer with a cleaning apparatus for removing hardened 
ink from a nozzle plate of a print head' issued to Fukushima et al., 9/96 teaches a 
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wiping process, during which a second drive circuit (52, fig. 1) issues a signal (electrical) 
just enough to let the ink ooze through each nozzle opening so as to facilitate the wiping 
action. 

JP 404080037 A, "Driving method of ink jet recorder" issued to Kazunaga et al., 
3/92 teaches an electrical signal (fig. 6a) applied to a piezoelectric element (7, fig. 1) so 
as to allow ink just ooze around their nozzle hole. 

Both references teach ink just ooze at/around the nozzle without jetting out of the 
nozzle and impinging onto a print medium by applying a suitable signal, which are 
electric in nature. They fail to teach the ink formed in a convex shape at the nozzle tip 
by pressure air.
